A  FEW  WORDS  UPON  THE  ART  OF 

“  MAKING-TIP.” 

IN  acting,  the  art  of  making-up  the  face  is  one  requiring  the  most  scrupulous 
care  and  attention,  and  no  stage  embodiment  is  perfect  without  it,  however 
small  or  insignificant  the  part  may  be.  A  good  and  characteristic  “  make-up  ” 
not  only  gratifies  the  people  in  front,  but  gives  confidence  to  the  actor.  The 
moment  an  actor  steps  upon  the  stage  he  challenges  the  sciutiny  of  his  audience,  and 
their  eyes  instinctively  wander  over  him  in  the  most  inquisitive  way,  searching  through 
his  make-up  and  manner  for  the  key-note  to  the  character  he  is  about  to  impersonate. 
Hence  it  behoves  any  one  that  wishes  to  succeed  in  his  profession,  to  pay  the  most 
marked  attention  to  his  appearance  ;  for,  whatever  the  character  may  be,  old  or  young, 
handsome  or  ugly,  it  is  a  duty  he  owes  to  the  public  to  make  that  character  as  realistic 
as  possible.  Any  neglect  of  this  important  duty  not  only  raises  a  prejudice  against 
the  offender,  but  it  mars  the  harmony  of  the  picture  and  consequently  destroys  the 
illusion  of  the  spectator.  No  conscientious  artist  can  so  thoroughly  embody  a  part  as 
when  he  feels  that  he  looks  it,  therefore  the  study  of  the  make-up  is  a  necessary 
and  important  branch  of  the  actor’s  art,  and  every  youthful  student  should  bear  this 
fact  in  mind. 

The  face  is  naturally  the  mirror,  so  to  speak,  through  which  the  passions  of  the 
soul  are  seen — rage,  terror,  love,  despair,  and  every  other  emotion  incidental  to 
humanity,  are  at  various  times  depicted  there — consequently  it  is  imperative  that  the 
face  should  receive  all  the  assistance  that  art  can  bestow.  The  use  of  pencils  and 
pigments  must  therefore  be  brought  into  play,  for  the  countenance  is  the  actor’s 
canvas,  as  it  were,  on  which,  with  the  aid  of  false  hair,  he  paints  his  characters,  and 
according  to  the  skill  displayed  therein,  sinks  his  personal  identity.  The  colour  of 
the  complexion  can,  at  his  will,  be  heightened  or  deadened,  as  circumstances  require  ; 
by  deepening  of  the  lashes  he  developes  the  power  of  the  eye  ;  a  few  artistic  touches 
will  throw  up  the  veins  of  the  throat  and  forehead,  so  that,  in  assumed  anger,  they 
will  stand  out  like  strained  cordage ;  an  adroit  line  or  two  will  intensify  the  muscles 
of  the  face,  while  the  eyebrows  are  in  themselves  a  study,  and  well  managed  will 
give  any  tone  of  character  to  the  features  which  the  owner  may  fancy  and  the  part 
demand. 
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In  the  olden  time  actors  had  not  the  assistance  in  the  art  of  making-up  which 
they  have  now,  consequently  the  imagination  of  the  audience  was  compelled  to  be  of 
a  very  elastic  nature.  Densely  black  streaks  were  supposed  to  represent  wrinkles, 
clumps  of  crape  hair  were  supposed  to  be  mistaken  for  beards  and  moustaches  of 
natural  growth  ;  the  whitest  of  white  features  and  the  pinkest  of  pink  cheeks  was  the 
unvarying  complexion  of  stage  youth,  while  bald  scalps  of  the  most  palpable  and 
wiggy  order  represented  old  age  !  And  what  greater  monstrosity  of  unnaturalness 
ever  existed  than  the  old-fashioned  wire  beards?  But  art,  which  is  the  hand-maiden 
to  nature — on  the  stage  at  least — has  reformed  all  that  with  us.  We  have  wigs  that 
defy  detection  ;  we  have  grease  paints  and  cosmetique  pencils  capable  of  giving,  in 
artistic  hands,  any  tone  to  the  face,  from  the  mellowness  of  a  ripe  manly  bloom  to  the 
withered  haggardness  of  a  starved  apothecary.  Then  with  such  adjuncts  all  ready  to 
his  hand,  no  actor  can  shelter  himself  behind  an  excuse  for  a  bad  make-up,  therefore 
let  every  ambitious  young  histrion  remember,  that  however  good  his  impersonation 
may  be,  it  cannot  possibly  be  perfect  without  due  attention  to  the  necessary  detail  of 
make-up.  The  old  notion  that  a  large  moustache,  soaped  down  and  powdered  over 
cannot  be  seen  by  the  people  in  front,  is  an  exploded  one,  and  will  not  do  in  these 
times  of  glaring  gas  and  tell-tale  lime  light ;  in  fact,  any  actor  who  neglects  his 
appearance,  not  only  slights  his  profession,  but  insults  his  audience  and  wrongs 
his  manager  ! 


ADVICE  TO  AMATEURS. 


IN  consequence  of  the  great  number  of  letters  requesting  information  regarding 
amateur  theatricals,  a  few  words  addressed  to  those  who  are  not  initiated  in  these 
matters  will  not  be  out  of  place.  In  the  first  instance,  the  choice  of  a  play 
has  to  be  considered,  and  for  this  purpose  a  most  useful  work,  entitled  “  The 
•Guide  to  Selecting  Plays  ”  (one  shilling)  has  recently  been  published,  showing  the  most 
suitable  plays,  and  describing  them  in  a  very  minute  manner,  giving  the  plot  or  advice 
about  each,  and  thus  facilitating  what  was  formerly  a  very  arduous'  task  ;  “  The 
Amateur  Guide ”  (one  shilling)  might  then  be  consulted  as  to  the  next  mode  of 
proceeding  ;  therein  will  be  found  instruction  for  the  formation  of  the  company, 
arrangement  of  rehearsals,  and  a  host  of  invaluable  information,  too  extended  to 
mention,  and  to  those  who  are  taking  part  in  the  performance,  a  perusal  of  the  pages 
of  “  The  Actor's  Art  ”  (sixpence)  and  the  “  Art  of  Acting'1'1  (sixpence)  would  be  the 
means  of  supplying  many  useful  hints  which  are  beneficial  to  the  amateur  actor. 
With  reference  to  scenery,  great  success  has  recently  been  made  with  the  mounted 
paper  scenes,  and  for  description  of  these,  please  refer  to  page  34  of  this  Catalogue. 
'‘'‘Howto  Make-up  ”  (two  shillings)  is  also  an  invaluable  book,  being  the  first  work 
ever  published,  giving  a  really  practical  method  of  acquiring  this  important  art. 
Coloured  illustrations  are  therein  given,  showing  how  the  face  can  be  made  to 
represent  the  various  stages  and  characters  of  life,  and  the  proper  materials  to  produce 
the  effect  are  described.

I  shall  give  you  a  call  during  the 
present  week,  and  will  see  that  all  requiring  wigs,  try  them  on  a  week  before 
the  27th.

(Extract  from  the  “Stage,”  Oct.  19th,  1883). 


WIGS  form  so  important  an  adjunct  to  the 
portrayal  of  any  part  that  no  apology  is 
necessary  for  thus  early  introducing  them  into 
our  series.  Without  their  aid  there  are  but  few 
characters  which  would  not  only  lose  half  their 
charm,  but  would  appear  so  entirely  unnatural 
that  interest  in  the  part  would  be  simply  annihi¬ 
lated.  It  would  take  a  long  stretch  of  imagination 
for  instance,  to  picture  a  Romeo  with  an  ordinary 
head  of  hair;  or  a  Rip  Van  Winkle  with  l’aven 
locks  shortened  to  prize-fighter  form.  A  clown 
would  cut  but  a  sorry  figure  without  the  peculiar 
cranium  covering  which  tradition  has  forced  upon 
him ;  and  Wah-no-tee  in  a  bald  head  might  yell 
and  posture  for  ages  without  eliciting  any  response 
but  that  of  derision.  We  care  not  how  cai’efully 
an  actor  is  made  up  in  other  respects,  an  ill-fitting, 
badly-made  wig,  or  perhaps  no  wig  at  all,  is  liable 
to  ruin  his  best  efforts.  To  see  a  lady,  as  we  did  a 
short  time  since,  wearing  a  light  wig  fitting  so 
wretchedly  that  her  black  hair  was  plainly  visible, 
altogether  spoils  the  illusion  which  an  artiste 
cannot  too  carefully  sustain  by  every  means  in  his 
or  her  power.  The  suitability  of  the  wig,  too,  to 
the  particular  character  represented  is  a  point 
often  overlooked — sometimes  thiough  carelessness 
and  sometimes  through  vanity.  A  certain  shade 
of  hair  “  becomes  ”  an  artiste,  and  whether  the 
part  is  Othello  or  Juliet’s  nurse,  a  craving  after 
the  special  shade  is  at  times  characteristic  of  the 
lady  or  gentleman  concerned.  To  don  a  ginger 
wig  for  Othello,  or  flaxen  curls  for  Juliet’s  nurse, 
would  of  course  be  ridiculous ;  yet  even  iu  these 
extreme  cases  we  have  sometimes  witnessed  an 
attempt  at  the  “  becoming,’’  and  an  utter  disregard 
of  the  natural. 

The  history  of  wigs,  taken  in  their  theatrical 
rather  than  their  general  aspect,  would  form  a 
most  interesting  subject— for  the  encyclopedist. 
Our  duty,  however,  lies  in  other  directions  than 
the  historical.  Nevertheless,  a  few  facts  relative 
to  their  manufacture  may  be  advantageously 
recorded.  It  may  not  be  generally  known — 
despite  the  romantic  tales  one  reads,  now  and 
again,  of  golden  tresses  being  sacrificed  to  feed 
hungry  mouths — that  but  little  English  hair  is 
utilized  in  the  manufacture  of  wigs.  Most,  if  not 
all  of,  the  hair  used  comes  from  the  Continent, 
Germany  taking  first  rank  for  quality.  The 
northern  countries  of  Europe  supply  nearly  all 
the  light  hair,  while  dark  shades  are  obtainable 
from  France,  Italy,  Spain,  and  the  southern 
countries.  The  hair  is  collected  by  travellers,  who 
visit  the  different  villages,  and  who  pay  about 
two  marks  for  a  head  of  hair  of  average  length 
and  thickness.  This  sum  would  not  be  considered 
a  large  one  by  the  English  peasant,  but  is  sufficient 
to  induce  the  lower  orders  on  the  Continent  to 
part  with  those  tresses  which  Pope  tells  us  “  man’s 
imperial  race  ensnare.”  The  hair  undergoes  many 
changes  before  it  is  ready  for  use,  but  it  is  satis¬ 
factory  to  know  that  these  operations  are  per. 
formed  in  England,  and  that  wigs  manufactured 
at  home  are  greatly  in  advance  of  those  made 
abroad.  Maay  people  are  of  opinion  that  the 
French  make  better  wigs  than  the  English,  but  a 
little  observation  and  comparison  would  soon 
prove  that  those  made  by  the  former  are  much 
more  heavy  and  clumsy.  To  detail  the  many 
processes  to  which  wigs  are  subjected  before 
becoming  fit  for  the  wearer  would  occupy  more 
space  than  we  have  at  command,  but  a  short 
description  of  a  brief  visit  which  we  made  to 
Mr.  Fox’s  establishment  in  Russell  Street, 
Covent  Garden,  a  few  days  ago,  may  give  some 
little  idea  of  a  rather  remarkable  trade.  Mr. 
Fox,  who  is  a  young  man  of  evidently  enterprising 


character,  commenced  business  some  five  years 
ago  with  the  moderate  capital  of  eighty  pounds  ; 
his  stock  is  now  worth  thousands,  and  his  “  turn 
over,”  he  tells  us,  of  human  hair,  is  something  like 
two  hundred  pounds  per  month.  After  passing 
through  the  retail  show  department  and  retiring 
room  (the  latter  being  used  for  the  purpose  of 
trying-ou”),  the  visitor  enters  a  small  room  devoted 
to  “  dressing,”  that  is,  titivating  up  wigs  which 
have  become  somewhat  shabby  through  constant 
use.  Wigs  coming  up  from  the  theatre  in  the 
morning  are  here  combed,  curled,  cut,  and  trim¬ 
med  by  four  workmen,  and  returned  in  time  for 
performance  the  same  evening.  While  we  were 
present,  Mr.  Barne’s  wig  for  Ingomar  was  being 
renovated  by  one  of  the  men,  and  some  belonging 
to  Miss  Kate  Vaughan  where  being  packed  off  to 
that  lady  in  the  provinces.  An  interesting  and 
ingenious  process  of  “carding  ”  hair  was  shown 
us  in  this  department.  The  process  requires  con¬ 
siderable  dexterity,  and  results  in  hair  of  opposite 
shades  being  so  mixed  as  to  produce  an  entirely 
different  colour  to  that  of  either  of  the  original 
components  ;  thus  by  drawing  brown  and  white 
hair  through  the  comb  for  a  few  minutes  a  reddish 
grey  colour  is  formed,  in  which  the  constituent 
parts  can  scarcely  be  recognised.  The  stock  room, 
which  we  next  visited,  is  not  of  sufficient  interest 
to  the  general  reader  to  warrant  a  detailed  des¬ 
cription,  though  its  contents  are  both  numerous 
and  vax-ied.  Wigs  of  every  description  find  a 
place  here,  Black  Straight,  Brown  Club,  White 
Bald,  Black  Bald,  Midas,  Scratch,  Grey  Dress, 
Black  Indian,  Red  Indian,  Chinese,  and  hosts  of 
others,  the  names  of  which  are  legion.  There  in 
a  corner  lies  an  old  wig  which  has  been  kicking 
about  the  place  for  a  long  time.  It  is  so  dirty  and 
grimy  that  the  hardest-up  tenth-rater  would  not 
care  to  wear  it.  Yet  that  very  wig  was  worn  by 
Henry  Irving,  as  Bill  Sykes,  in  Oliver  Twist,  at  the 
Queen’s,  years  ago.  In  this  room,  too,  up  till  a 
short  time  ago,  lay  the  wig  that  the  late  George 
Honey  always  wore  for  Eccles.  It  has  gone  now, 
but  into  good  hands,  as  it  was  made  a  present  to 
Mr.  J.  F.  Toung. 

From  the  stock  room  an  adjournment  was 
made  to  one  of  the  workrooms,  where  several 
girls  were  busily  employed  on  wigs  for  Miss  Maud 
Forrester  in  Giddy  Godiva,  Miss  Genevieve  Ward 
in  Forget-me-not ,  and  Mr.  Barnes  in  the  coming 
Lady  of  Lyons,  while  a  pull-off  wig  for  Mr.  Harry 
Monkhouse  and  others  of  a  different  description 
for  Miss  Minnie  Palmer  and  Miss  Connie  Gilchrist 
were  in  course  of  manufacture.  Before  the  hair 
is  fastened  on  the  wig  it  has  to  be  twisted  in 
between  three  pieces  of  cotton,  the  latter  being 
drawn  tight  between  two  poles.  The  hair  is  then 
drawn  up  together  by  the  fingers,  forming  what 
is  technically  termed  “  weft.”  This  finished,  the 
“  wig-block  ”  is  taken  and  a  piece  of  fine  ribbon 
tacked  round  it  forming  the  shape  of  the  head. 
After  being  filled  in  with  springs  so  as  to  make  it 
clasp  the  head,  the  “weft”  is  sown  in  rows  on  the 
net  with  which  the  block  is  covered,  row  after  row 
being  added  until  the  wig  is  completed,  when, 
after  being  cut,  combed,  and  pursed,  it  is  taken 
off  the  block  ready  for  the  wearer.  In  another 
workroom,  where  thirteen  girls  were  employed, 
the  “  weft  ”  weaving  was  carried  on  to  a  still 
greater  extent.  Here  also  the  intricacies  of 
moustache  making  were  to  be  seen. 

Mr.  Fox’s  establishment  is  not  entirely  con¬ 
fined  to  the  hirsute  requirements  of  the  stage. 
Masks,  paints,  &c.,  form  a  considerable  portion  of 
his  trade ;  but  as  these  will  likely  be  treated  of 
in  a  future  article,  we  will  defer  their  consider¬ 
ation  for  the  present.
